Tae Hongkong papers contain very 
lengthy accounts of the typhoon that 
way experienced on Saturday, the 
2nd instant, which did an immense 
dal of damage both afloat and ashore. 
The ** Hongkong. Daily | Press” say 
“The typhoon which overswept the Colony 
on Saturday was the most violent since 
the ill-fated 10th November, 1900, a date 
that will ever be recalled with a feeling of 
alness by reason of the terrible loss in 
life and property, a loss, indeed, that. has 
ever been properly estimated. Saturday's 
storm, happily, though bad enough, was 
‘ust accompanied by such disastrous con- 
sequences as that, of November two years 
4g0, the loss of life on land at least 
Wobably not exceeding twenty persons, 
a of them Chinese, and the damage to 
Property, everything considered, being 
Comparatively trifling.” 
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Os 26th July a cyclonestruck Camp Vicars 
in Manila, destroying everything in its 
path over a width of 300 yards through 
the seat of the camp. Many offices were 
razed to the ground, several valuable 
official records being” lost, and articles 
were blown » distance of miles. Tents 
were lifted hundreds of feet in the air, and 
men were tossed about and buried in the 
wreckage.

Oszy three Coronations within the past 
five centuries have been postponed. The 
serious illness of the Sovereign has never 
before this year been tho cause of the 
interruption. In 1838, when Queen Vic- 
toria was crowned, the date originally 
fixed for her visit to Westminster Abbey 
was Tuesday, June 26th, but it being re- 
presented to Her Majesty that this was 
the anniversary of the death of her uncle 
George IV., a postponement of a couple 
of days was decided upon, and she was 
crowned on the vigil of St. Peter, June 
28th, a year, a week, and a day after the 
death of her predecessor, William IV. 
‘The Coronation of George IV. was, at first, 
announced by proclamation to take place 
on Lammas Day, August Ist, 1821, but 
was afterwards changed to’ July 19th. 
‘The only cass on record, however, of real 
misadventure in connection with a Coro- 
nation was that of 1483, when, Edward V. 
having succeeded to the Throne on Aprif 
9th, and the date of his Coronation having 
been fixed for July 22nd (Richard Duke of 
Gloucester having in the meantime bea 
appointed Regent and the King taving

Lord Francis, who is the only brother and 
the heir-presumptive to the Duke of New- 
castle, was born in 1866, and 20 years 
later assumed the surname of Hope on 
succeeding to the property and estates of 
his maternal grandmother, Mrs. Henry 
Hope, of Deepenc. Miss Ricketts, to 
whom Lord Francis is engaged, is a charm- 
ing young lady of eighteen, the only 
daughter of Mr. Frederick Ricketts, who 
was formerly in the Scots Guards, and a 
granddaughter of tho late Sir Cornwallis 
and Lady Caroline Ricketts. As the latter 
was a daughter of the fourth Duke of 
Newcastle, Miss Ricketts and her future 
Inwwband are second cousins.

Boser risings in Chihli and Shantung, 
and how they neglected the warnings 
of missionaries living in the counuy 
nd of the Press, until the outoresk 
of 1900 rudely awoke them from 
their fancied security. At first the 
Boxers were confined to Chihli aul 
Shantung, and it was only when they 
found that encouragement from the 
officials gave them temporary success 
that branches of their organisition 
spread into the neighbouring pro- 
vines, ‘Then came the war, andl the 
collapse of the reactionaries and their 
miserable allies the Boxers, so far as 
the northern provinces were concern. 
ed. But when the Court fled from 
Peking in August 1900, hordes of 
Boxers accompanied them into Shensi, 
and thence some of them found their 
way southwards into Szechuan. As 
they could no longer secure the coun- 
tenance of the Empress Dowager and 
her advisers and dreaded the ven- 
geance of the foreigners, the Boxer 
leaders kept quiet during 1901, and 
it was only at the commencement of 
this year that they became bolder and 
began ouce more to openly practise 











their incantations and gymnastic 
jugglery 
Uutortunately for the peace of 


Szechuan and the security of ths 
foreigners living in the provinze, the 
Manchu Viceroy Kéxei Chun, though 
professedly friendly vo foreigners, was 
careless and apathetic in the ex- 
treme, and took no steps at all to pnt 
down the mummery of the Boxers, 
who further found a friend in the 
Provincial Treasurer Yuan Féng-lin 
and gaining courage by the tacit 
connivance of the officials, the Boxers 
not only practised theit incantations 
and gymnastics openly and boldly, 
but eventually became aggressive and 
bloodthirsty, with the result that 
it was not long before trouble brok 
out, The district magistrate of Tze 
yang was an official who did no 
approve of the Boxers and their 
methods, and he would not allow 
them scope for mischief in his sis 
ict. An attack was made up 
yamén which failed, and sub- 
sequently a more serious attack 
was made on the city of Tzeyang, in 
which the Boxers were again un- 
successful, and had the district 
magistrate been properly _ upheld 
and supported by his superiors the 
Boxers would there and then have 
heen suppressed and exterminated, 
Bat the apathy, or eriminil negl-c* 
of the Vieerey and other — high 
eit 

aud half-hearted atvemp's that had 
been officially made to. disperse the 
Boxers, led tua more serions onteome, 
as in June they buldly and mer 
cilessly attacked a Methodist Epis- 
copal chapel at Tienkuch‘iao, whieh 
was situated in the country far from 
all possible aid that could be gruilg- 
ingly afforded by Imperial troops. 
and having the fullest opportunity 
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of wreaking their cowardly ven- 

ance on unoffending Chris‘ians, 
brutally murdered the native 
preacher and six others, burnt down 
the chape!, and fired the homes of 
those living in the neighbourhood. 
The body of the native preacher was 
shockingly mutilated according to 
the regular Boxer custom, and it was 
ouly by the merest chance that 
foreign missionaries in the district 
escaped from the same cruel fate. 
This outbreak might have been 
prevented had the Viceroy and the 
high officials been energetic and 
determined to do their duty, but 
ir suited them to give tacit encour- 
agement to the Boxers, as our corres- 
pindent suspects, with the object of 
putting down the spread of Chris- 
Uanity in the province by the aid of 
these cowardly rafians, ‘There is no 
doubt that certain districts in the 
provinee of Szechtan ave in a v 
dangerous state of disorder, which, 
with the knowledge we have of the 
Boxer outbreak in Chihli in 1900, 
cannot be disregarded, for bad as it 
is now it will develop into something 
very much worse unless specific and 
efivctive measures are at once 
taken, not only to remove all causes 
of eomplaint on the part of those in 
the province who are content to be 
law-abiding, bat also. to suppress 
with a firm hand the agitation 
already started by the Boxers, and to 
arte nd punish the guilty without 
delay. 

We have it on very good authority 
that Sir Ernest Satow has already 

ted the attention of the Chinese 
wernment to these disorders in

Szechuan, and has insisted on prompt 
measures being taken to suppress

| Berlin by the German Chancellor and the 


Ambassadors of Austria-Hungary and Italy, 
no alterations having been made in the 
form of the engagements to which these 
documents relate. Ia every part of Europe 
this step has been received with satistac- 
tion, it being preity generally recognised 
that’ the compact makes for peace. 
Nothing is said as to how long tho re- 
newed compact is to apply. The original 
one was made in 188: and = was 
renewed in 1891 for a period of twelve 
ears, Which would have come to an end in 
May, 1903. The “ Daily Chronicle” #1. its 
remarks draws an instructive contrast be- 
tween the two great confederacies of Europe. 
We give the following extract 
‘The position of the Triple Alliance to-day 
is uot what it was when Italy first joined 
the AustroGerman Allianve. Italy was 
moved to the step by the French occupa: 
tion of Tunis. To-day France and Italy 
are in accord as to their African policy, aud 
the maintenance of the balance of ‘power 
in the Mediterranean is guaranteed as 
effectually by the Franco-ftalian under- 
standing as by the Triple Alliance. Austria 
has entered into an arrangement with 
Russia in regard to the Balkans, The 
‘of Europe no longer depends on a 
Single confederacy of military Powers and 
the preponderance of Germany in European 
affairs. The: Alliance of the two Latin 
Poreer by affording, a counterpoise to the 
confederacy in which German influence 
predominated, has established a more com- 
plete equilibrium and given. fresh securities 
































for European peace. ‘The ‘Triple Alliance 
is generally understood to be in effect 
a purely” military convention, which 
ensures the neutrality of the parties 
to it in all other cases than an aggressive 
attack upon one of its members. [t is 
a somewhat remarkable feature of the 
two great confederacies of Europe that in 
cach there isa partner who is pressing on 
eagerly in the path of expansion, while the 
other mewbers are condemned by circum. 
stances to comparative inaction. “Russia is 
earmarking the Far East. Germany, while 
she, too, has her projects both in the Far 
and the Near East, is stretching out to grasp 
her dream of a futiire on the water, and the 
still more dangerous dream of Pan-Gerraan- 
jem. But Austria, though she has not even 
now renounced her hope of coming down 
to the Bgean at Saloniea, has as much as 
she can do in resisting the forces of internal 
disintegration. It«ly has abandoned her 
aspiration after Italia Irredenta, as France 
has put by the thought of reclaiming Alsace- 
Lorraine, and both are settling down to a 
policy of internal reconstruction and 
development. It remains to be seen how 
far the Triple Alliance can reinforce the 
mere diplomatic convention of Cabinets 
with national community of purpose. 

‘The “Times” has a very appreciative

| End of the Drought. 

| At the date of the lest letter there was 
very little prospect of a break in the long 

{ drought, until just at the closo when « 
shower fell. But it was disappointing to 
learn that it was entirely local, and that 
all over the country some of the crops— 
especially which follow the wheat—had 
not been even put in. As tho weary days 
and weeks crawled by there were gloomy 
proguostications of the results if by July 
16th—the béginning of the “fu-t'ien” or 
dog-days, the rain should not yet have 
come. ‘Then it would be “too late for 
beans,” “too late for corn,” too lato for 
almost everything, and with wheat. and all 
other grains steadily rising in price tho 
outlook was dark enough. Occasionally 
some ono would mention a traditionary 
case where the rain did not fall until somo 
time in the seventh moon, and yet thero 
was a good harvest, but this was rightly 
regarded as irregular and to be frowned 
upon. On the afternoon of the 13th, ‘how: 
ever, the. spell was broken, the tiresome 
and hitherto interminable dust-storms 
came to an end, and a copious and per: 
suasive rain fell, followed at intervals by 
heavy and continued showers. ‘The oui: 
look is suddenly reversed, but the price of 
grain does not yet fall!’ ‘The local cash 
has become horribly bad, though not equal 
to the monstrosity of that in Tientsin 
where there is not a single good one in a 
thousand ! Thero has never been so much 
difficulty for the poor within our know- 
ledge in any summer before. There have 
been abundant labourers but no hoeing to 
do, and no. support for hundreds of needy 
families. The fruit crop is everywhere an 
almost complete failure (so too thus far 
and happily is the mosquito output). 
This throws a large number of producers, 
distributors, and small dealers out of their 
annual and essential income and is, in the 
aggregate, an important factor in the 
general distress. Thero is seldom so much 
trouble in getting anything in the form 
of summer vegetables, and many have to 
fall back on salt vurmips in July ! 


The Cholera. 


To add to the universal misery, the 
areaded cholera has arrived—‘not single 
spies, but in battalions.” It is of a virulent 
type, and pays no attention to routes of 
travel, as in some years, but like a con- 
flagration is everywhere at once. There 
are several deaths in a majority of the 
villages, but many sem capriciously to bo 
untouched. In a few the mortality is im- 
mense, 80 in one moderate sized hamlet, 
and half the population in another, whilo 
8 case was reported a day or two ago in 
which a family was extinct, leaving only 
acow ! Singularly enough there were for 
2 time practically no calls on the Dispen- 
sary (open in a small way with no foreign 
physician) for cholera medicine, except on 
the part of the habitués. The calls in any 
case would come much too late. Long 
before the drug can be sent the patient is 
dead. In many cases they simply fall in 
a faint, aro carried into the house, and 
within a few hours die in a coma,” All

Between the 
two classes—governed and governing— 
there will be a better understanding, 
and the former believe, at any rate, that, 
they will receive better treatment than at 
the hands of tho foreigner. At least they 
understand the treatment and prefer it 


The “Cash” Problem. 

‘They feel that the restoration of the 
city to the Chinese will give a new impetus 
to business, and in this opinion foreigners 
generally agree. It is further to be hoped 
wat the Chinese officials can deal success- 
fully with the “cash” problem. One gets 
about 1,750 pieces for a dollar, but there 
is not half as much metal in it as im ~ pro- 
per cash, It is all such stuf as the “good” 
cash is adulterated with as much as pos- 
sible in ordinary times, and against which 
an occasional proclamation is issued about 
New Year's time forbidding its use on 
change. It is made of a value to be sold 
ranging from about 500 up to 800, or a 
little more, per 1,000 pieces; and after 
rach proclamation gradually creeps back 
into the circulation. In the “good old

Conclusion of the Drougit. 

Rain has fallen in all directions, which 
inpires hope for the growing crops. Still 
it is not unmixed hope for the fear now 
is that the rain may fall in too large 
quantities and delugo the fields, which 
means destruction of the growing grain 

n the low lying lands. In the memory of 
“the oldest inhabitant” the river has 
never been as low as this summer, and 
although the rain in all sections heard 
from appears to have been ample, so 
parched was the ground, and so small the 
water supply in all the streams, that our 
river, usually about to the top of bank by 
this time, is scarcely half-bank yet. But 
its colour is very imperial, and about one 
quarter its bulk, perhaps, is yellow earth. 


The Railway under the Military. 

It is rumoured that the military force is 
soon to be greatly reduced, but of this 
we hare no positive or definite informa- 
tion as to numbers or nationalities. It 
appears to be the general native and for- 
eign opinion that the withdrawal of the 
military from the control of the railway 
would be very much to the benefit of 
business, and the convenience of the 
travelling public. The charges are about 
double what they were before the troubles 
under the old régime for essentially the 
same accommodations, and the railway 
paid well then; why such rates now? Tt 
is true that some slight changes in the 
way of improvement have been made, but 
nothing in any measure equivalent to the 
increase in charges; not to mention the 
unnecessary inconveniences imposed on 
travellers in various ways. It is to be 
hoped, if the views we have often heard 
expressed are correct and as general as 
appears, that this withdrawal will form a 
part of the T.P.G. procession, and all at 
an early date.

energetic French missionary, is now touring 
Europ: and America with the object of 
counteracting this evil by the est vblishme st 
of properly supervised bo srding-houses for 
boys with the money which he collects 
abroad, Other missionaries have seen the 
same necessity, and are probably taking 
measures to supply it if they have not 
already done so. Anyhow I contend that 
this license and immorality lead to the 
insubordination I have spoken of, and 
that the insubordination is rapidly commun- 
icated to the Chinese students who come 
over here. You should have seen a mesting 
these Chinese students held here a few 
weeks ago to denounce the educational 
system of their country and the mea who 
carried it out, and to do so in no measured 
language. The students who had been 























longest in the country wore European 
clothes, had no pigtails, and smoked 


| cigarettes with a blasé air. These who had 
jus: come were fout-afuit Chineso, pigtail 
and all; while a considerable number, 
while retaining some article of Chinese 
dress, had_their pigtail carefully folded 
up out of sight or some other con- 
cession made to the spirit of innovation. 
I have already indicated the kind of 
language in which they indulged and, as 
they all spoke Japanese, their tirades found 
their way at once into the Tokio Press and 
are probably by’ thiy time in Poking. 
Much as one is inclined to sympathise wi 
these young enthusiasts, he cannot like 
gross attacks and especially unnecessarily 
Fish and reckless onslaughts, ‘These 
students have all of them spoiled their 
chances of doing any gool in their own 
country: it would probably mean death 
for one of the orators to venture back at 
the present moment. I am reluctantly 
obliged to confess, therefore, that in my 
belief they are only making fools of them- 
selves. ‘The double attack on the Legation 
was the climax of their folly and may 
prevent many Chinese students from 
coming to this country in future.

Whenever, during the 
two past months, there hasbeen a pause 
in the downpour, I have been told that 
now the rainy season is breaking up, and 
every time U believed it. But as it is’ still 
raining with the same intensity of par- 
pose, I begin to think that I shall have 
to break up before the season, as I an soon 
due in China. People of a scientitic turn 
of mind would connect what they call the 
unusudl rain with the volcanic eruptions 
at Martinique, and Twas wondering at my 
own thick-headedness in not finding this 
out for myself, as it is so evident. 

Under these's aking circumstances Japan 
unturally loses a good deal of its charm. 
As it was no good travelling around, I have 
gone into retirement in a quiet sea-side 
place called Atami. It is said to be quite a 

ice place when it is dry, and I believe it. 
hotel is right on the boach, and the 
whole big, mighty ocean in front of it. Tt 
i ind of place whe 
materialistic mind wou'd find peace and 
happiness and sleep, while the one with 
a mind above the daily bread would feel 
his poetic veins swell.

The King. 

Day by day the bulletins issued from 
Buckingham Palace are of a more cheering 
character. It is true that his Majesty has 
not yet been ofticislly pronounced “ out of 
danger,” although nearly a week ago he 
was declared to be ‘out of immediate 
danger,” but reports of the doctors make 
it perfectly clear that not only is the crisis 
past, but that barring very improbable 
complications the Roysl patient's recovery 
is assured. ‘There is no longer any 
suspicion that the doctors are keeping any- 
thing back. ‘The two great oxgans of the 
medical profession, the Lancet” aud 
the “British Medical Journal,” are united 
this week in absolutely and unequivocally 
contradicting the runtours which have been 
current for along time past on the sub- 
ject of his Majesty’s health. Indeed his 
rapid progress towards recovery from a 
dangerous operation—a progress which has 
been absolutely steady, without a single 
set-back—is suficient in itself to prove 
that the King is suffering neither from 
cancer nor from Bright's disease, nor from 
any of the other serious maladies with 
which he has been credited. 


The Coming Coronation. 
Unfortunately the “New Journalism 
has enormously encouraged the lying spirit. 
Smee his operation no oue has been 
admitred to the King’s presence but the 
nurses, the doctors, and his nearest rela- 





























tives. "All of them occupy much too res- 
ponsible positions to retail idle gossip 
about the King’s condition or about the 


momentous decisions which depend upon 
his recovery. All information, therefore, 
except such ax is embodied in the bulle-

j machinery in Shanghai; machine mado 
‘ice, tho electric light, gas, machines and 
! tools manufactured by, say, Faruham and 
Co. Acquarius and other aérated waters 
may all, in a senso, bo said to be products 
of a foreign type turned out by machinery. 
Is an excise duty of 10 per cent to bo 
imposed on all these products? 
It is presumed that the imposition of an 
‘ excise duty will necessarily earry with it 
tho rights of tho Chinese Customs officials 
| to supervise the manufacture of all suo 
foreign products, and also the right to 
spect the manufacturers’ books from 
time to time, as otherwise it is difficult 
| to see how this duty is to be collected. 
There is one Article in the Treaty which 
seems to call for the attention of the 
China Association. The Articlo I refer 
to is Article 12, which provides that when 
China shall reformed her cte., 
Great Britain will take into coitsideration 
the question of abolition of extra- 
territoriality.
